DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office correspondence is response to the applicant's amendment filed on April 24, 
2008. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. Claims 1-14 are allowed. The prior art of record does not teach neither individually nor 
in combination the claimed limitations of: "a store for the parameters defining the virtual 
terminal, said parameters recording the progress and history of a current communications session 
made using a first terminal, means for diverting, on instructions from a user device, the routing 
of a communications connection supporting the session from the first terminal to a second 
terminal, means for transferring the details of the current session to the second terminal for use in 
continuing the session" as in claims 1-14. 

3. This communication warrants no Examiner's reason for allowance, as Applicant's reply 
makes evident the reason for allowance, satisfying the record as whole as required by rule 37 
CFR 1.104 (e). In this case, the substance of Applicant's comments in the Remarks filed 

on February 27, 2008, with respect to the claimed limitations sufficiently present the reasons 
claims are patentable over the prior art of record. Thus, the reason for allowance is in all 
probability evident from the record and no statement of an Examiner's reason for allowance is 
necessary (see MPEP 13202.14).
